The basic source of new information was Canada's International In- 
vestment Position, 1926-1967. This publication included new data on the book 
value of direct investment for 1968 and 1969 and, in some instances, revised 
data for 1967. A second source, Quarterly Estimates of the Canadian Balance 
of International Payments gave new data for net capital outflows from 1969 to 
L071. | 

Each table states the sources on which it is based. 

Each table in this amendment bears the reference number of the table 
which it amends. These amendments should only be read in conjunction with the 
original tables, since the original footnotes and notes on sources have not been 
repeated, with a few exceptions. The original footnotes may affect interpre- 


tation of the new figures.
